The giant of the ocean steams down 
the Channel and, Land's End left on 
the starboard, faces the Atantic, says 


this would have been the beginning 
of the most ardyous part of the voy- 
ago for the helmeman. Not so in these 
modern times of magic. Truth to tell, 
hie work is as good as over! 

It may well be asked: “How is that? 
How can a-lner cross ‘thousands of 
miles of ocean if the helmsman is not 
at the whee! to steer her throagh the 
deeps?” 

Really, however, it is quite simple. 
A recent invention, which is already 
in use on at least one Atlantic grey- 
hound, the .Berengaria, enables the 
¥ersel_to be steered from England to 
America alitomecionily! 


This remarkable “gadget,” 
little more, is known to éaflors as 
“Iron Mike.” It is one of the many 
recent discoveries which make the 
modern liner a veritable “mystery 
ship.” The official name given to 
“Iron Mike” is the Sperry gyroscopic 
steering instrument. It consists of 
an apparatus known as a gyroscope, 
which is operated by a small motor 
developing 3% ‘h.p. and is linked up 
to.the compass. 

The ship's course is set once the 
intricacies of the narrow channels 
near land have been left bebind ,and 
thenceforward:the captain may be cer- 
tain that his vessel will keep to it 
throughout the voyage, unless he al- 
utters it voluntarily. The reason ie to 
be found in the action of “Iron Mike,” 
which is wet to keep the rudder top 
defined course. 

Supposing, then, that the vessel gets 
into a strong current or heavy sea. 
Her bow may suddenly be swung out 
of her course, As soon as this occurs 
the needle of the compass, naturally, 
moves 80 many points. 

Relleving the Watch. 

“Iron Mike,” in turn, being connect- 
ed with the compass, reacts to the 
change from the set course, and auto- 
matically the apparatus gets to work 
to pull the rudder round, so that the 
ship swings back to its original posi- 
tion. 

Any swerving from the course, 
whether to port or starboard, is 
checked on its way, the .compass, 
“Iron Mike,” and the rudder each play- 
ing its part. The invention is all the 
more’ marvellous because of its sim- 
plicity and smallness of bulk. No one 
who sees it for the first time would 
believe that such a diminutive appar- 
atus could a¢hieve so big 2 task. 

‘Of course when a ship is at sea the 
navigating officers have always to be 
ready to swing the ship off its course 
in the event of any obstruction; or 
should another ship or an iceberg be 
sighted; but . “Iron Mike” is of tre- 
mendous importance in relieving the 
“watch” of a great deal of constant 
worry. 

“Safety First” at Sea.

most say mysterious inventions for 
the safety of modern liners, who could 
imagine such vesees being guided by 
voices from the sea-bed? This te an 
accomplished fact; and it ie not a 
freak performance. 

This invention is known es the 
“leader cable,” its function being to; 
fead ships, and it ensures the safe 
voyage of a vessel through even the 
most dangerous of ocean passages. 
One of these cables has already been 
installed in the Ambrose Channel, 
New York, the “lane” of trans-Atlantic 
Mners; another lies on the sea-bed 
off Cherbourg, the French port for At- 
lantic craft, while the cable has re- 
cently been tested near the Isle of 
Wight. 

The area of the experiment, which 
was carried out by the Admiralty, 
stretched from the Nab Light to Gil- 

Point, which is within a few 
miles docks at Southampton. | 

How does the™ieader cable” work? 
The shore end is attached to a dyna- 
mo, which sends an electric current 
along it. By means of a key the cur- 
rent is made to transmit a message in 
Morse code. From the cable this mes- 
sage moves through the water and the 
air above its surface in a “fnusical, 
singing note,” which incoming vessele 
pick up in an “ear” hung over their 
sides for the purpose. 

The note is conveyed by a telephone 
lead to the navigating officer-on the 
bridge. By the “voices,” which thus 
hail him from the bottom of the sea, 
the officer is able to tell whether he is 
on the right course. They convey this 
information by calling to him in dif- 
ferent tones, and if he heeds their ad- 
vice he cannot take his ship astray. 

A variation of the experiment is be- 
ing tried by substituting visual for 
“epeech” signals. In this phase the 
current from the cable is made to light 
differently colored lamps on the bridge 
in place of conveying the “voices” 
there. Theoretically, one procedure 
is as easy as the other. A certain 
number of the lines of force from the 
“field of force’ around ‘and above the 
cable are gathered up by the “ears” or 
loops, which hang over the ship’s side. 

Liners Without a Crew. 


“Whether these are transformed into 
“speech” or lighting current is a mat- 
ter of apparatus. But the “voice” mes- 
sages aré preferred as the most prac-

Accomling to statistics issued by the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics, there 
Was an appreciabic advance in the 
production of talc and soapstone in 
Canada during 1925.

A Chick’s Appetite. 

That the quantity of feed which 
chickens consume from day to day will 
often vary considerably is commonly 
recognized, but. until recent-y there 
has been 'litt’e’ actual evidence to show 
just how much variation occurs. 

The resuite of one experiment show 
that although there is a rather steady 
increase.in the quantity of feed or 
milk that 100 chickens consume per 
day as they grow from one to nine 
weeks of age, there are frequent 
changes from day to day that are de- 
cidediy out of line with the average 
for the week in which those days oc- 
cur, d 

As an illustration, though the aver- 
age daily feed consumed by 100 chicks 
in the fifth week was a little over 
2,400 grams, they dropped from 2,540, 
grams on-one day to 1,450 grams on 
the next. Simizarly the milk consum- 
ed varied in that week all the way 
from about 5,500 grams to 8,500 grams 
for 100 chicks in one day. 

Variations of 25 per cent. in total 
feed or milk consumption from day to 
day were not uncommon, showing that 
a chicken’s appetite is a distinctly 
variab!e quantity, and suggesting that 
perhaps one of the reasons for differ- 
ences between poultrymen, in their 
ability to grow chickens well is to be 
found in the success which they attain 
{n’ keeping the chickens steadily at 
the: business of- consuming feed from 
day to day.

Fertilization of Tobacco. 


A statement of considerable import 
is madé by the officer in chatge’of the

ON THE EDGE OF THE WORLD 


Weird Adventures of Explorers. 


Looking over “The Edge of the Edge 
of the World,” from a diving helmet 
beneath great cliffs facing tho Pacific 
Ocean, is one of many marvels des- 
cribed in “The Arcturus Adventure,” a 
fascinating account of last year’s) 
oceano graphic expedition sent by the | 
New Cork Zoological Society to the; 
North Atlantic ant the PacHic Oceans. 

The author, Mr. Wiliam Beebe, 
director of the expedition, stands in 
60ft. of water. Before him the floor 
ot the sea shelves steeply away—the 
Bdge of the Edge of the World—to the! 
abysmal depths of the great ocean. 

The Octopus Stairway. 

“IT waa standing a few yards away 
from a boulder as big as a cottage,” 
‘ee. rites, ““s ‘and my heart gavo a leap 
as I saw a cir vad flight of giant steps. 

“They began at my #iio_at the door- 
less entrance of the sinister tot 
‘slowly encircled it and vanished be- 
hind it In an abyss of blueness, which, 
from a delicate shade near at hand, 
blued more and more clearly into in- 
finite depth and space. As I watched, 
@ dit of greentish-black coral began to 
move and craw! slowly downward, and 
with it went dangling things which I 
had taken for strands of dead sea- 
weed. 

“The octopus..climbed own; hest- 
tated, felt about in different directions 
and then descended the steps, flowing 
along the anges like some horrid vis- 
cid fluid in-animal form. 

“A mist of yeilow-talte’d surgeon fish 
drifted across the stairs and the dread 
boulder. . . . A strong desire arose 
to look round the corner of the stair 
myself. I was submerged so ply 
that as I stood I could barely reach 
the lowest rung of the diving ladder. 
But I was about to take the chance 


' 


when a mote, very faint and pale, 
stirred the blueness a8 if some won- 
drous tapestry curtain were troubled 
by a breath of air. 

“The thing grew denser, took form, 
and became concrete, and a flat, round- 
fronted head, lazily undulating, wound 
through the water over the steps, 4 
nine-foot shark weaving along where 
I woud have been a minute later.” 

In the Calapagos Islande the mem- 
bers of the expedition saw the birth 
of a volcano. As their ship, the Arc- 
turus, steamed in sight of one island, 
molten rock from the depths of the 
earth burst through the crust and 
streams of white-hot lava poured over 
the cliffs into the surrounding sea. 

“Once,” writes the author, “I saw 
a great lava river split into five separ- 
ate streams, which crawled down the 
hunderd-foot cliffs like the tentacles of 

ome huge scarlet octopus. These 
ed, down into the boiling green 
water, Wie sulphurous fumes bub- 


‘| bled up in yellow froth. 


“From time to time a huge por 
tlon of cHff would seemingly rise a 
little, tremble, and very slowly and 
gently topple forward, sending up a 
mountain of spray: whi alternately 
crashed in great breakers against the 
living and dead lava, and boiled and 
bubbled like some brobdingnagian ket- 
tle. It was astonishing to see a swell 
roH shoreward, curve up into a yellow- | 
ish-green wave, shatter against the 
scarlet lava and instantly rise and go 
floating off high in air towards the 
top of the distant mountain.” — 

The expedition saw and caught 
many strange creatures, from devilfish 
weighing more than a ton to a tiny 
finng thing “whose eyés stood out on 
stalks almost half as long as its en- 
tire body.”

Two things are especially worthy 
of ‘notice in connection’ with the 
aboye figures. One is that Ontario 
under. the O.T.A, is producing 


over fiye-sevenths of, all the liquor | procure © 


manufactured in Canada. The other, 
Is the big ‘difference in the, amount 
of excise duty paid on the spirits 
manufactured in Ontario, and in 
the-rest. of the: Dominion in propor- 
tion to the total. In 1925. Ontario 
paid $5,085,806 excise _ duty on 
5,360,109 proof gallons, while the 
rest of Canada paid $4;303,109 
on 1,927,582 gallons. The-differ- 
ence is due to the fact that spirits 
manufactured for export is free 
of duty, while that sold for con- 
sumption in Canada pays excise 
duty. Ostensibly a large proportion 
fof the liquor manufactured in Ont- 
ario was sold for export, but’ it’ is 
well known ‘that a large part of it 

was 'shoft-cireuitedback into Ont- 
arlo. -for filegal gale and consump- 
tion. Another, thing tobe “remem- 
bered is that the above. figures do 
not take into account.the liquor 
manufactured in Ontario, which is 
illicitly sold to private comsumers 
hy the distilleries. 

The. figures -for the export of 
beer also show a remarkable in- 
crease as follows:

As inthe case of hard liquors 
there is’ no. question that a large 
amount of this. beer is actually 
brought back into Ontario by boot- 
leggers, and sold here.

. Although the number of  pre- 
scriptions for liquor that a doctor 
can issue has been “decreased at 
various times from an unlimited 
number in the early stages of 
O.T.A., to thirty per month since 
July: 1st, 1925, the number of pre- 
scriptions issued has been steadily 
increasing, as a glance at the fol- 
lowing table will show.

The manufacture and sale of liquor 
by the distilleries is entirely under 
the control of the Federal Gov't., 
which has refused\ to co-operate 
with the Provincial Govt. in its ef- 
forts to prevent | bootlegging. The 
private stills throughout the prov- 
ince have ‘also’ been a source , of 
supply for bootleggers .
